Late In the day it turned out there was nothing 
in the parcel except a normally functioning alarm clock.

borders this morning by the East Oernan Government. This Is a 

•rioue matter and may result. Hi riots and even greater disturbances. 

We should do everything we can to discourage violent demonstrations. 

Theso events will have a marked effect If the East Qemans act 

vigorously In cutting off the flow of refugees to the West. Khrushchev

is undoubtedly now prepared to teat MH« the firmness of ourselves 

and our allies over Berlin. We went down to see the O'Shaughnesay's 

this afternoon. They are leaving tomorrow for a trip to Ireland, and 

I wanted to obtain Ella's views about Berlin. Since the foous of 

allied planning is now In Washington, we should be hearing from the 

so-called Ambassadorial Oroup there about what our official line is 

to be.
